F. —It now is almost certain 
that the Liberals will qontinue te control the 
government. 

Today's elections surprised even the Lib- 
erais. The government fared much better 
than their most ardent supporters expected. 
The Unionists gained nineteen seats, the 
Liberals four, and the Laborites one, making 
a net gain for the Unionists for the day of

Seizure Is Unexpected. 

The banker's seisure was entirely unex. 
pected as he has never shown indications of 
a weak heart heretofore, and, according to 
Dr. Bremerman, his famfly physician, he has 
not needed medical attention for 
years. Neither the physi¢lans nor the Far- 
son family could ascribe atything that might 
have superinduced the seigure..

FREEZEUP IS DUE TODAY. 


Iee Will Add New Terrors to 
Walking Until Predicted _ 
Snow Falls. 


January thaw temperatures, aided by rain 
which fell all yesterday afternoon and even- 
ing, converted the snow filled streets of the 
city and suburbs into miniature lakes. Aside 
from ice clogged sewers and a few flooded 
basements no damage from the unusual 
weather conditions was reported. 

The heavy flood of water checked.the river 
current and huge cakes of ice jammed togeth- 
er in the stream. Street car schedules were 
demoralized by the flood of water over the 
tracks, but traffic was continued on all the 
lines. 

Street culverts In all parts of town were 


running full and surplus water formed deep 


pools about them. In West Madison street 
the water was from six inches to a.foot deep 
and pedestrians bad to walk blocks in some 
places to reach a crossing, or wade. 
According to Prof. Cox of the weather bu- 
reau the conditions will be much worse today, 
when the temperature is expected to drop and 
the street ponds will be converted into ice. 


Snow. Melts into Many Pools. 

The maximum temperature yesterday was 
40 degrees and more than half an inch of rain 
fell. In the residence districts huge drifts of 
snow quickly melted into slush and water, 
covering sidewalks and making walking next 
to impossible without wading ankle deep. 
The removal of the snow from the greater 
part of the streets in the loop district made 
conditions better there, but the clogged con- 
dition of catch basins made good drainage 
impossible. Sewers at Polk and State streets, 
Clark and Adams streets, and before 221 Mad- 
ison street caused the formation of ponds in 
the streets until the impediments were re- 
moved. 

At Elgin and Aurora the thaw and rain re- 
suited in a rapid rise of the Fox river, which 
flooded many basements and threatened at 
midnight to reach houses near the river be- 
fore monring. Many owners of business 
houses in Aurora installed pumps in base- 
ments and began to draw out the water. 

At Aurora the river is covered with twenty 
inch ice, which it is feared will break up and 
form a gorge. A new concrete bridge is be- 
Heved to be safe from flood damage. 

In Elgin ice clogged sewers prevented the 
drainage of the water and slush from the 
streets, and they were filled with water flush 
to the sidewalks, i

Curtiss Elliott Home for Friendless Chil- 
dren.

Both his grandfather and his great- 
grandafther also were senators, £0 that he 
represented in the Brazilian parliament 
when he erftered it the fourth generation of 
his name, the only such instance under the 
empire. 


Was Opponent of Slavery. 

In 1871 Mr. Nabuco got his degree at the 
faculty of law, In 1876 he was appointed 
attaché to the Brasil legation in Washing- 
ton. In 1878, on the death of his father, he 
was elected to parliament, and for years de- 
voted himself to the cause of the abolition of 
ala very. After visiting Portugal Eng- 
land he went to Rome in 1888 won the 
moral support of Pope Leo XIII. 

The abolition of slavery in that year at- 
tached Mr. Nabuco to the imperial dynasty, 
for which he risked all, and when on Nov. 
15, 1889, the republic was proclaimed, he kept 
apart from the general movement that led 
both the monarchical parties to accept the 
new régime. 

He was the author of several books dealing 
with constitutional subjects and history, and 
in 1895 expressed a wish to reconcile himself 
with the republic. His proffer immediately 
was accepted. First he was sent as repre- 
sentative of Brazil in the arbitration of her 
boundary dispute with Great Britain, and in 
1901 he returned to the diplomatic service as 
Brazilian minister to England. 

He was president of the third international 
conference, which mét in Rio Janeiro in 1908. 
and was a member of The Hague court of 
arbitration. He came to Washington as am- 
bassador from Brazil May 24, 1905.

THINKS CHILD LABOR WORSE 
AFFLICTION THAN HOOKWORM 


Eastern Scientist Declares Many Kinds 


of Bacteria Are Beneficial 12 the Hu- 
man Race. 


The hookworm is. much abused. according 
to Prof. C. B. A. Winslow of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. Lecturing 
on “ Principles of Sanitary Science.” yester- 
day in Kent theater; University of Chicago, 
the eastern scientist said: 

Inconceivable conditions in the southern 
factories are causing more deaths than the 
hookworm. Children under the legal age are 
working twelve hours a day in cotton fac- 
tories. The hookworm is mentioned when the 
blame really should fall on industrial con- 
ditions. 

I do not say the hookworm is not an evil 
that has to be combated. But, while we are 
on the subject of deaths en the south, why 
not mention this other parasite?’ 

Prof. Winslow named the habit of waik- 
ing barefoot as conducive to the hookworm 
disease 


“ Bacteria are a great deal like human 
beings, he said. There are the danger- 
ous and the harmiess.. Too many people 
make the mistake of putting all in 5 class 
of murderers and cutthroats., Yet these 
same people will notite a delicious fla vor to 
the butter they eat and not know It is due to 
bacteria. Likewise our buttermilk and 
cheese have bacteria in them, which place 
them among the, most healthful of foods.

GIVE RUBBER STAMP A REST. 


Henberg and Others Now Sign Docu- 
ments Themselves. 


‘Gradually the responsibility is being put 
directly upon the head of the city public 
works department as a result of the labors 
of the Merriam commission. 

The latest innovation in this respect is 
the: elimination of the rubber stamp sig- 
nature upon requisitions. Clerks in the de- 
partment for years have been intrusted with 
stamps bearing a facsimile signature of John 
J. Hanberg, or whoever happened to be com- 
missioner, which were used for signing 
requisitions. 

This was done by agreement with the con- 
troller, as a means of complying technically 
with the law which requires: the signature 
of the commissioner of public ‘works to ap- 
pear upon each requisition.’ Mr. Hanberg 
explained that he considered this signature 
a purely perfunctory matter, as ‘the requl- 
sition already had been checked by, the head 
of the bureau, his audit clerk, and the. prices 
were supposed ” be checked by the business 
agent. 

Corporation 8 Brundage has decided. 
it was announced yesterday, that the rub- 
ber stamp signatures are not enough, and 
that each requisition must be signed by the 
commissioner or his deputy. 


Hanberg Finds Liberties, Going. 

Since the Merxiam commission begen its 
investigation several similar changes have 
been made in the system.

COACHMAN ADMITS MURDER 
OF NURSE; DRUNK; HE SAYS. 


Slayer, Who Tried to Nin Himself After 
Crime, Confesses in Hospital in Pres- 
ence of Mother, Who Swoons. 


Poughkeepsie, N. F. Jan. 17. —tspeclal. 1— 
Frank Schermerhorn confeseed the mur- 
der of Miss Sarah Brymer, a nurse in Barnes 
Compton's house, at Millbrook, early last 
Thursday morning. He made his confession 
late this afternoon to Under Sheriff Horn- 
beck in Vassar hospital in the presence of his 
mother and sister. 

Schermerhorn, who was Compton's coach- 
man, has been in the hospital under constant 
guard since last Thursday night, when he cut 
| his ‘throat while officers were seeking him. 

Today was the first time his mother had vis- 
ited him in the hospital, 

Schermerhorn; propped up in a chair and 
with his hands, which had been tied while he 
was in bed to prevent further attempt at 
suicide, entirely free, greeted his mother 
affectionately. She bent over him, and while 
the officers stood off some distance, the 
mother counseled her son to make a full and 
free confession. He seemed reltctant for 
a time to do so. Finally, while his.mother 
spoke to him in low tones. he blurted out: 

O. I did it. I wilt tell” 

Mrs. Schermerhorn swooned, falling on the 
floor.

REAL RESERVE 18 . “NEEDED. 


Any New. 3 ‘Should Go Into 


Hands ot Bonafide investors. 


| New York, Jan. 17.—-Franklin MacVeagh. 
secretary of the treasury, addressed .700 
bankers and their gusets at the Waldorf 
Astoria tonight at the annual banquet ot the 
bankers of the City of New York, forming 
group eight of the New York State Bankers’ 
association. 

Banking, like charity,” he said, begins 
at home. And unless a nation has a sound, 
useful, and wise national banking system and 
facilities there is nothing upon which to 
build largely and safely a world aystem. Un- 
til we get tid of panics, which are wholly un- 
necessary and readily avoidable, we cannot 
claim for a moment to have a domestic finan- 
cial syetem that the world can rely upon or 
that we ourselves can ‘rely upon. 


Need a Real Reserve. 

Nor can we indulge in national or inter- 
national financial pretensions as long as we 
have no banking reserve that is worthy of the 
name. By reserve, I mean, of course, a re- 
serve to meet adequately the special exi- 
genties of the business world—a reserve that 
is reserved for any and all needs at any and 
all times. ! 

We need, therefore, a reformed financial 
system. 
ministration came in assigned to the mone- 
} tary. commission. the duty of proposing the 
revision of our banking and currency systems, 
but Lfaney we are not to have any ‘monetary 
report until after the next election.” 

Concerning the proposed central bank, Mr. 
MacVeagh Says he thought we will have to 
walt, at least for the report of the monetary 
commission, before we can finally answer 
that question.“ 


Against Bond Discrimination. 

In conclusion the secretary touched upon | 
government bonds. He said: 

“We have outstanding about $730,000,000 
of 2 per-cent bonds, though 2 per cent inter- 
est was and is much below the measure of 
the government's credit. They are practical- 
ly all in the national banks, because they 
cannot be anywhere elge—having no invest- 
ment standing whatever. In issuihg new 
bonds, I hope they shall not be permitted to 
pile themselves on top of this sta nt mass 
of 2 per cent bonds. The loss of $25,000,000 or 
$30,000,000 already sustained by our national 
banks through’ these 2 per cent bonds is 
quite enough without action upon our part 
to further depress their market prices. 

“I maintain that the goverument should 
see to it that any new issue of bonds may 
have opportunity to go into the hands of real 
investors“?

need him.

Complex Conditions in America. 


Conditions. both social and economic, in 
the United States have become so compiex 
and diversified that when one attempts to 
formulate a picture of what constitutes 
American culture, for the purpose of com- 
paring it with that which prevaile in any 
country in Europe, one encounters seem- 
ingly ineurmeuntable difficulties. 

Is New York City to be regarded as char- 
acteristi¢ally American, typical of American 
ideals and aspirations? or Boston, or Phile- 
adelphia, or Obicago, or New Orleans, or 
Denver, or San Francisco? or is it New ung- 
land, or the middle Atiantic states, or the 
eastern west, or the south, or the southwest, 
or the northwest? .. 

All these cities and territories are in close 
communication and in a certain way are the 
same in thought and feeling. wspecially are 
they the same in the increasing severity of 
the struggle for existence. But after all 
there is a fundamental difference between 
some of these cities and sections as great if 
not greater than that between Paris and 
Berlin or between France and Hungary.

CANADA AGREES WITH FRANCE 


Treaty Will Be Ratified and in 
Effect Not Later than Feb. 1.

U. S. IS NOT OONSIDERED, 


Dominion Proposes to Enter Bitter 
Trade War with Neighbor.

Ottawa, Ont., Jan. N. -ID, Ibo tar- 
if treaty between France and Canada will 
take effect Feb. 1. W. 8. Fielding, minister 
of finance, announced ‘tonight im behalf of 
the government that plans had béen com- 
pleted for the exchange of ratifications at 
Paria on that date, the treaty to take effect 
immediately upon such exchange. : 
The cabinet has been in session over the 
treaty within the last few hours. Announce- 
ment of the effective date was made at 11 
o'clock tonight and it is understood that cable 
advices have been changed between the 
two nations, eo that the plans may be made 
public in each country, . i 
Up to within a few days it hae deen be- 
lieved here that the time of ratifleation would 
be postponed until the attitude of the United 
States toward Germany; France, and Can- 
‘ada could be ascertained. Ministers of the 
government anticipate now that the’ United 
States will find it impossible to reach a peace- 
ful trade agreement with Germany and 
France, and Canada has decided to go ahead 
with the ratification of the treaty, which is 
likely to bring her into an open trade war 
with the country with which she does her 
greatest import and export business. 


“Pavored Nation Clause” Hits U. 8. 

Two things stand out clearty in the French- 
Canadian treaty, which are to operate di- 
rectly against the United States. One is the 
Ust of special lew rates to be given French 
imports, which will be denied imports from 
the United States; the other is the favored 
nation clause, which extends these rates 
automatically to seventeen other nations, 
and which dénies to the United States the 
right to transship any of the merchandice 
bound either way between Canada and these 
other nations, if such goods are to be entitled 
to the treaty rates. 

It frankly is admitted at Ottawa that it will 
be’ difficult for the United States to do other- 
wise than consider the treaty a discrimina- 
tion against it, One loophole is seen through 
which Canada may escape the maximum 
rates of the Aldrich-Payne bill. That would 
be through the passage by the Canadian par- 
Hament of legislation admitting the United 
States to the “* favored nation clause.“ While 
this. would not extend all of the special 
French rates to the United States, it is de- 
clared. that it would.remove the “ undue dis- 
crimination ’’ that otherwise would exist 
under the treaty. 


U. 8. Must Make Advances. 

The attitude of the nion government 
at the moment is such as to indicate that 
this action: will not be taken unless the 
United States makes the advances. Under 
the French treaty Canada gets a 83 per 
cent better rate than the United States on 
cattle, 40 per cent on agricultural machinery. 
30 to 40 per cent on meats, with the excep- 
tion of canned meat and ‘pork; from 20 to 
86 per cent on vegetables, the last figures 
applying to potatoes; 33 per cent on butter, 
60: per cent on cheese, 25 to 55 per cent on 
electrical machinery, and reductions on tools 
of various kinds. : 

In return Canada gives to France better 
rates than to the United States on many 
articles, some of the principal ones being: 
Vegetables, 83 per cent; cheese, 7 per cent; 
canned meats, 9 per cent; dried plums, 
raising, and currants, 83 per cent; canned 
fvuits, 11 per cent; canned fish, 11 to 20 per 
cent; printing ink, 12% per cent; writing ink, 
10 per cent; window glass, 16 per cent; scien- 
tific ‘instruments, 10 per cent; leather goods, 
8 per cent; furniture, 8 per cent; electrical 
apparatus, 10 per cent.

One Liberal retained his seat by a majority 
of only ten.

Both Point Out How Humanity 
Is Benefited by. the Use of 
Type and Presses, 


Old time printers of Chicago, who have 
been in the printing trade for over twenty. Ave 
years, beld a banquet and dance at Hote! La 
Salle last night in commemoration of the an- 
niversary of the birth of Benjamin Franklin. 
With their families, 350 strong, they filled 
the great banquet hall until 10 o'clock and 
then danced in the adjoining ballroom until 
midnight. 

In the interval between feasting and Sen: 
cing speeches were made by County Judge 
Lewis Rinaker and the Rey. P. J. MacCorry 
of the Paulist order. The jurist proposed a 
novel scheme for the prevention of municipal 
graft, fraud, and scaridals. The priest de- 
livered a brilliant eulogy of Franklin and kept 
his audiehce in prolonged laughter and ap- 
plause with epigrams and stories. His un- 
stinted praise of Theodore Roosevelt as the 
ideal type of American politician seemed to 
meet with the unqualified approval of his 
audience. 

‘More than forty of the printers who attend- 
ed were said to Have been in the business 
more than fifty years. The oldest man pres- 
ent was sad to be C. B. Langley, aged 88. 


Tells Value of Printing. 


‘Judge Rinaker advocated as a panacea for 

all the ills that American government is 
heir to—“ more printing. 

After detailing the bewilderment of the 
public at the charges and counterchargés in 
disputes among the elect of the people at 
Washington, at Springfield, and in the city 
hall, he said: 

The thing that all this springs from, the 
thing that the American people suffer from in 
government, is lack of information. 

What do we know about how the national 
government is carried on? What do we 
know about our common business that has 
ifs headquarters at Springfield? What do 
we know about how the county of Cook is 
run? What do we know about the munici- 
pa) affairs of Chicago? Practically nothing. 
And what information we have is purely 
superficial. Let in a democracy it is mee 
tig] that the people know all about their 
ernment. 

“All we know is what an investigating 


committee. which comes at long intervals, 


with much travail and expense, tells us. 
We should know every day all such details 
as are brought out by investigating commit- 
0 ‘a 

Wants Tab Kept on Officials. 

“Why would it not be practicable to have 
a report of what is done in every branch of 
the city, government made every nicht. and 
printed every morning? We already do this 
in the courts. Every order entered by every 
judge, every step taken in every case is re- 
corded systemati¢ally, so that any Clerk may 
find it years after, and more than that, it is 
printed the next morning. 

“Why should not the men who are xpend- 
ing the people's money tell just how they 
are doing it? Every boss and subboss could 
make a report of the exact number of men 
under him, the hours worked by them, and 
the work accomplished. Some years ago 
1,000-extra men were put on the pay rol} to 
clean a big fall of snow off the streets Ir

Stock- 
holders May Be Assessed to 
Cover the Amount.

Evansville, ge Jan. 17.—[Special, ]—Hope 
for the payment of every dollar to depositors 
in the Citizens’ National bank; which closed 
{ts doors this morning by voluntary order of 
the board of trustees following an investiga- 
tion by National Bank Examiner J. e. John- 
son, brightened tonight. This followed a 
statement credited to the examiner that the 
crippled institution might be able to repair all 
ite losses out of its capital, surplus, and undi- 
vided profite of $267,000. 

Officials and directors of the bank, while 
realizing the seriousnese of the situation, ase 
inclined to look more optimistically on the 
situation, and the opinion is shared by every 
one that if the losses do not exceed the maxl- 
mum of $300,000 now estimated for unrealiz- 
able paper the bank will be able to resume. 

A settlement on this basis would requirean 
assessment for new. stock, and the directors 
have served notice that the maximum of 100 
per cent may be assessed on all stockholders. 
Furthermore, they, say they will stand good 
for any refusa) bility on the part of 
stockholders to the assessment. No 
such pledge has been made, however. 

No eriminalgiability has been fixed for the 
bad loans, and it is said none has been dis- 
covered by the ‘examiner. Statements that 
Capt. S. P. Gillett, the president, had dor- 
rowed $50,000 are denied on his behalf by the 
examiner. This sum is more than double the 
10 per cent limit of $24,000 allowed to any 
single borrower. Capt. Gillett is a debtor to 
the bank: in what eum is not stated. 


Favors Reform in Banking Laws. 

Madison, Wis., Jan. 17.— [Special. I The 
special committee on banking has completed 
its work and hes prepared a report contain- 
ing nine recommendations for bills reguiat- 
ing the state banks of Wisconsin, among 
which a guaranty law is conspicuous by its 
absence. 

One of the most important récommenda- 
tions is a bill. to safeguard savings deposits. 
The committee suggests a l.w to segregate 
such deposits from other funds of banks. 
All money in this department must be kept 
in a separate fund and the bank must have 
on hand in this department, or on deposit in 
reserve banks or invested in securities, as 
provided by law, a sum equal to the amount 
of savings deposits. 

In the event of suspension, benk savings 
depositors beve a first lien on the assets of 
this department. 

As to the guaranty law, the committee 


Says: 


„We are of th® opinion that the guaranty 
law has a tendency to invite into the bank- 
ink business men of inferior banking ability, 
and the extent to which men of such in- 
ferior ability will de able to secure control 
or banks depends to @ considerable extent on 
laws tending to discourage men of this class 
from entering the businees.“ 


Appeal in Guaranty Case. 

Lincoln, Neb., Jan. 11.-—Attorney C. 0. 
Whedon today filed an appeal in the bank 
guaranty case and will carry the suit to the 
United States Supreme court. The federal 
court recently handed down an opinion de- 
claring the law guaranteeing ban deposits 
unconstitutional. ' 


Georgia Banker Is Arrested. 

Albany, Ga,, Jan. 17:—Charged with mak- 
ing false entries in the books of the National 
bank of Tifton and making false reports to 
the controller of the currency while he was 
cashier of that bank, Jasper L. Brooks, now 
president of the institution, has been indicted 
by the federal grand jury here. Brooks was 
arrested and gave bond. ‘

East- 
ern demand for beef steers was also of good vol- 
ume, but local packers were, the chief mainstay, of 
the market, and they bought stock untl darkness 
and rain forced them to desist. 

Live stock trains arrived and were unloaded 
at an earlier hour than on any previous day in 
more than two weeks, and buyers had an opportu- 
nity to begin operations, at a comparatively early 
hour, although. few of them availed themselves of 
the privilege A steady and broad demand told 
on: the supply, however, and supplies of all kinds 
weft unsold at the close of business were smaller 
than on many days when receipte did not come 
up to the day's aggregate. 

Billy Roberts secured the best lot of beeves on 
the market for Armour & Co., paying $7.75 for 
sizteen head of fancy 1,347 lb steers. Other pack- 
ers and shippers paid *. 4007. 60 for desirable 
lots. 

Demand for feeding lambs from country buy~ 
ers was unusually urgent. There was a good in- 
quiry for fancy offerings from eastern shippers also 
and packers were forced to pay up to $8.75, the 
top of the market, for sufficient supplies of prime 
offerings. 

‘Supplies of hogs at eastern markets were of mod- 
erate volume and total receipts at eleven points 
aggregated only 96,800 head, or 37,000 head less 
than a week ago. 

The Farmers and Drovers’ Journal said Amer- 
jean bee ves at London and Liverpool met with a 
brisk demand at an advance of \%c in prices at 
the latter market. Sales were at 12@14%c per Ib, 
dreseed weight. 

Bastern shippers came back with orders call- 
ing for 10,000 hogs and were a great help to the 
market.
